T he spur ' of billiards, or poet, has buen popular since the 16th 

Can-ury. Originally ployed or y by kings and nobOTcn. pool 
started os a lawn g ame similar to crcqu&h The general public 
Quickly adopted i •. however, and brought it indoors, on to c wooden 
"able covered wlrh green clcl i fo simulate grass. Roils, supposed 1o 
resemble- river bai ^-j.. were added to the table 1o keep the hqls from 
foiling off. Bids made by bouncing balls, off the nails, or honks." obne 
to be called J bank shols." 


M'-o term "bihard' is probably derived from the Frer.cn ' biillcir" for 
wooden s-tc U i nsread of using croquet mallets. the bolls were shaved 
using wooden sticks c alled nriacos. the macs had a large head and 
was difficult to uso when I l ie boll :ay near the roll of the fable. When 
this happened Ihe player would turn the mace around and use the 
handle to hi: the ball. The handle was ca ed a "queue-.■ meaning toil, 
which Inter become the modern word "cue,"
